Davis' testimony was expected to 


take most of the day. He was ex- 
pected to begin the establishment 
of his alibi, announced by defense 
-counsel Bobert Ivory, Jr., as being 


that at the time of the slaying the 
defendant was laying down a con- 
crete floor in the home of a friend. 


• Ivory asserted several witnesses 
would be called to corroborate this 
.alibi. 
Between 30 and 35 witnesses will 


be called by the defense before, it 
brings its case to an end late Mon- 
day or Tuesday, Ivory said.

attempt to procure wage increases, 
"outlaw," publishers of the three 
papers went into conference today 
with leaders of other unions whose 
members are employed in other de- 
partments of the publications. It 
was their desire to obtain the atti- 
tude of these men on the strike the 
publishers claim is not sanctioned 
by the International Union. 


Although no distribution of papers 


was made in Pittsburgh, the regu-' 
lar mail subscriptions were filled. 
Strikers made no attempt to stop 
this form of delivery when U. S.

paper offices, were transported to 
railroad stations.

Under these conditions, reassembling of the conference would find

Failure of the informal negotiations undertaken by Britain • to bring 
France and Germany into agreement dispels any room for hope that 
the conference, in formal session, could reach any agreement. 


The fact that an agreement minimizing the chances of war is im- 


possible when all nations are talking peace and professing only peace- 
ful aims makes the situation especially deplorable. It is fear that keeps 
them apart, fear and long-range ambitions. Unless these elements can 
be eradicated-and this seems now impossible—an armaments race ap- 
pears imminent.

The resourcefulness of engineers in constructing higher and higher 


buildings in our great cities has caused one to wonder what height 
eventually might be reached. 
Scarcely is the "highest" structure com-

But a new factor has been introduced into the situation and one 


which may act to stay this tendency. It is a decision of the United 
States circuit court of appeals in Chicago in which removal of the 12 
top floors of a 20-story apartment building was ordered in order that 
neighboring residents might receive sunlight and fresh air. 


"In the fight for better living conditions in large cities," said the 


decision "in the contest for more light and air, more health and com- 
fort—the scales are not well balanced if dividends to the individual out- 
weigh health and happiness to the community. 


in the decision is reflected a wholesome viewpoint in its recogni- 


tion of the rights of the less fortunate to sunlight and air as essentials 
of health and happiness.

N extremely interesting and significant criminal appeared m 


the news at Kansas City this week. 


Officials of an Independence, Kansas bank, robbed late in 


January of $200,000 in bonds, re-purchased the bonds from the 
robbers themselves, through intermediaries, for $25,000. 


Dealing at arm's length from adjoining rooms in a down- 


town Kansas City hotel, the officials and the underworld agents 
completed their negotiations after several hours. 
The bonds 


were delivered intact in return for a package containing S25,000 
in currency.

The simple explanation of this strange dealing would ap- 


pear to be that the bank grew tired of waiting for the police to 
hunt down the crooks and return the stolen property.

Failure of the informal negotiations undertaken by Britain • to bring 
France and Germany into agreement dispels any room for hope that 
the conference, in formal session, could reach any agreement.

Many Englishmen regard the Dillinger chase as additional evi- 


dence that the United States is still like the wild and woolly west they 
have learned about from the pages of thrillers and from Buffalo Bill 
shows. One London newspaper has printed a "dispatch," apparently in- 
spired by some antique dime novel, stating that "even some red In- 
dians joined in the hunt with bows and arrows." 


Most Americans, however much they may chuckle over such British 


concepts of this country, see in the Dillingor episode additional proof 
of three serious defects in our methods of dealing with crime. First, 
Incompetency among local, state, and perhaps cvtn national police forces, 
which adds tremendously to the difficulty of catching crminaJs. Second, 
persistence of the spoils system in operation of prisons, to which we owe 
in large measure such things as the escape of live convicts: from the 
Indiana State Prison in a week. Third, parole and pardon boards con- 
trolled in too many cases by sentimentalists who teem to think they are 
rendering a service to society when they turn habitual criminals loose. 


Dillinger is only one o£ many bcneflclnrie;; of these clcl'ucts. Most 


ef our crime problems are due to them.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

The resourcefulness of engineers in con.strucUnf; higher and higher 


buildings in our great cities has caused one to wonder what height 
eventually might be reached. Scarcely is the "highest" structure com- 
pleted before the foundations of one still higher are being prepared.

"In the fight for better living conditions in large cities," said the 


decision "in the contest for more light and air, more health and com- 
fort the scales are riot well balanced if dividends to the individual out- 
weigh health and happiness to the community. 


In the decision is reflected a wholesome viewpoint in its recogni- 


tion of the rights of the less fortunate to sunlight and air as essentials 
of health and happiness.
